I beg  to  present  herewith  my  annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  51st  December,  1946.

1.  The  social  conditions  of  the  district  are  those  of  a 
purely  rural  area,  the  inhabitants  of  which  are  engaged  chiefly 
in  agriculture , No  extensive  changes  have  taken  place  during 
the  last  two  years,  and  no  new  industries  have  been  established. 

2 . Vital  Statistics . 

For  1:he  purpose  of  calculating  both  birth  and  death 
rates  the  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  resident  population 
for  Mid.  1946  has  been  adopted.  This  is  10,570. 

For  the  v/holo  of  the  district  there  were  188  births 
registered  (L07  males,  8l  females)  as  compared  with  I66  in  1945 
and  185  in  19^44  the  birth  rate  being  18,13  as  compared  with  17*9 
in  1945  and  L9.6  in  1944. 

The  total  deaths  registered  in  the  whole  district  were 
120  (60  males,  60  females)  as  compared  with  157  in  1945  128 

in  1944,  the  death  rate  being  11,56  as  compared  with  14.85  in  1945 
and  15.7  in  1944.

Table  '‘B**  annexed  gives  particulars  relating  to  the  new  cases 
of  tuberculosis  and  deaths  from  that  disease. 

4 . Causes  of  vSlckness . 

The  Chief  causes  were  Scarlet  Tever^  14  cases,  Diphtheria 
1 case.  Pneumonia  6 cases,  Tihooping  Cough  17  cases.  Chicken  Pox 
IQl  cases,  Puerpural  Pyrexia  2 cases,  Infectious  Ilepatities  1 case. 
Erysipelas  8 cases.  In  all  except  one  or  two  instances  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  were  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital  and  all  premises  were  disinfected. 

Immunisation  Scheme. 

Irununisation  of  children  in  the  district  continues  to  make 
satisfactory  progress. 

During  the  year  114  of  the  children  under  5 years  of  age  were 
successfully  iiiimunised  and  betvueen  5 and  I5  years  of  age  the 
figure  was  42.

5 • Hospitals  and  Other  Institutions, 

Available  for  the  District. 

Thor©  are  fiv^  -Liiiciwives  practising  in  the  district^  but  none  of 
these  are  employed  or  subsidised  by  the  Local  Authoity. 

There  are  four  Clinics  for  Child  Welfare  in  the  o.istrict  but  no 
treatment  Centres. 

Plospitals. 

For  Q‘’uberculosis  cases  the  Horth  Aicling  vSanatoriuiu  at  ^airfield, 
York^  nysgarth  and  Bedale  (outside  the  district)  are  available. 

ho  hospitals  are  provided  or  subsidised  by  the  Local  authority 
for  Maternity  or  Child  Welfare. 

The  County  Council  have  made  arrangements  to  give  assistance  to 
Medical  Praetti tioners  in  the  area  nhen  called  upon  to  treat 
cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Hospital  accoinnodation  and  Specialists  are  provided  for  these 
cases  Vvhen  required. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  -^'Middlesbrough  borough 
Council  for  the  reception  of  Smallpox  cases. 


For  Fever  cases  arrangements  have  been  made  for  such  as  are 
necessary  to  be  removed  to  the  York  Fever  Hospital  (outside 
the  district).  These  cases  are  moved  in  the  Hospital  Ambulance. 

An  ALibulance  is  provided  by  the  Local  Authority  to  remove  all 
accidents . 


There  is  no  Institutional  -Provision  for  unmarried  mother^;,  or 
illegitimate  infants  or  homeless  children  i.n  the  district.

Bacteriological  specimens  are  sent  by  Medical  P'racti tioners  to 
che  Clinical  Research  Association,  London  and  the  cost  of  the 
examination  is  borne  by  the  Council. 

Enteric,  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  i'ever  antitoxin  aro  supplied 
free  to  the  Medical  Practitioners.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Arev.. 

hater  Supnly.  Approximately  eighty  percent  of  the  p:opulation 
are  sui)plicd  by  public  mains,  practically  all  have  taps  in 
the  houses.  Most  of  the  villages  are  interconnected  and 
during  very  dry  weather  nearly  all  are  affected  to  some  degree, 
the  shortage  of  water  being  most’  severely  felt  in  the  higher 
parts  in  the  centre  of  the  district  and  in  a number  of  the 
villages  on  the  outer  edge  of  the  supyMy  furthe^rest  from  tlie 
source.  The  installation  of  the  boesteT-  pump  at  Tholthorpe  has 
slightly  eased  the  conditions  on  the  south  and  south  © ast  of 
the  district  but  the  positi>:n  at  Crayke  remains  very  unsatisfact 
Livrge  quantitio'S  of  water  available  at  the  source  arc  running 
to  waste  ,;wlng  to  the  mains  being  of  insufficient  size. 

9-  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

No  extensi'jns  have  been  carried  out.  Several  obstructions  have 
been  removed  fromi  the  sewers.  Sernmes  for  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  are  being  drawn  up  for  several  of  the  villages  where 
conditions  are  unsatisfactory. 

10 . Rivers  and  Strearas. 

There  is  n;,;  seri'.  us  pollution  of  the  rivers  and  stiamms.  There 
aru  minor  instances  -f  small  streams  and.  ditches  which  are  beint, 
polluted  in  several  places.  IJiiless  suitable  precautions  are 
taken  these  conditions  will  be  aggravated  by  the  erection  of 
dv/ellings  which  are  being  planned  to  be  erected  in  villages  whici 
a.re  without  sewage  disposal  works.

Inspection  is  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  ■‘■nspectors  vfho  have 
had  much  practical  experience  in  -Public  Abottoirs  and  Private 
Slaughterhouses.  All  animals  for  sale  for  human  consuapticn  are 
slaughtered  in  the  Government  Controlled  Slaughterhouse  where  al-', 
neat  is  inspected. 

all  shops,  stores  and  vehicles  are  systematically  examined 
under  the  Public  -tiealth  (Meat)  Regulations  1924. 

IbO  visits  have  been  made  and.  what  has  been  found  diseased  or 
unsound  is  condemned  and  salvaged. 

Other  Foods. 

The  several  bakehouses  and  fried  fish  shops  in  the  district  hav' 
been  systematically  visited,  relating  to  the  storage  and 
distribution  of  food.  All  tlriese  have  been  found  satisfactory 
and  no  complaints  have  been  received.
